trade. It has been appareiil for some time 
that no marked improvement would take 
place in advance ol Ihe ingathering of the 
new crops and before the issue of tlie Presi- 
dential elect ion. Hence, business nu ll gene i 
ally arc not taken bv surprise. They looked 
for a certain degree of inactivity, and the 
only regret is that they were not disapi«.lnt- 
ed. But the results would have been u great 
deal more disastrous if the mercantile com- 
munity had liccn less sagacious. As matters 
gov stand, they are in a |>osiiioii to tide over 
the difficulties occasioned by a limited de- 
mand for goods. Their obligations are nar- 
rowed down loan extent proportionate to the 
contraction of business, and, as a general 
thing, there is very little indebtedness at the 
present time. Merchants ami manufacturers 
have only a comparatively small amount ol 
goods on hand, and business generally is lim- 
ited to the supply of the considerably dimin- 
ished demand for commodities for immediate 
consumption.

respecting the harvest and the issue of the 
■ 'residential election shall have lieen re- 
moved. In Hie mean time there is nothing 
in the immediate future to excite apprehen- 
sion. The country is going through the pre- 
cise ordeal that can alone dispel existing dif- 
ficulties, i Hu e more it iscoiisuniing less than 
it produces, and stands in a favorable posi- 
tion for resuming a new career of prosperity 
when a new harvest and t he approaching set- 
tlement of our financial problems shall have 
imparted the substantial clement 
and confidence. 

The provision trade Is still uuict, and the 
consumptive demand is very light. Healers 
express the opinion that within a brief periixl 
there will he an active Southern demand, 
when prices will again advance.
